W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Law relating to 
the Valuation of Rateable Property in Ireland in the 
Manner hereinafter mentioned : Be it enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Con- 
5 sent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same. 

Any Person aggrieved by any Revision of the Valuation of any 
Tenement or Tenements made by the Commissioners of Valuation 
in pursuance of the Eifteenth and Sixteenth Victoria, Chapter Sixty- 
10 three. Section Thirty, shall have the same Powers of Appeal from 
the said Valuation to the Commissioner of Valuation and to the 
Quarter Sessions as the Owners and Occupiers of such Tenements 
now have to such revised Valuation, and such Appeal shall he subject 
to the same Conditions and Provisions and exercised in the same 
15 Manner as is provided for in regard to Appeals by the said Owners 
and Occupiers : Provided always, that no such Appeal shall affect 
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
